It is appointed unto men once to die . 


ver geo. 9:27 


That is what the Bible declares, and it is a truth most of 
us would have sense enough to recognize, even if the Bible 


said nothing about it. 


But what is death? What hap- 


pens after a person dies? The an- 
swer need not perplex us. Let us 
go back to the beginning of human 
history. ‘There in the garden of 
Eden we see a representative man 
and woman. They are in a de- 
lightful place, the environment is 
perfect, Adam and Eve have 
healthful, enjoyable work for their 
hands to do, and through vital 
fellowship with the living God 
their spirits are satisfied. 

Only one thing was prohibited to 
the man, and that restriction was 
placed upon him, not to needlessly 
trouble him, much less to cause 
his fall: rather, it was a necessary 
means to prove whether his love 
and obedience to God were genu- 
ine. The Lord pointed out to man 
the fruit of a certain tree with the 
warning word, ‘“‘The day that thou 
eatest thereof, thou shalt surely 
die.” 

The Devil, not long after, came 
to the man.and insinuated a lie, 
“Thou shalt not surely die.” Adam 
believed the Devil disbelieved God, 
and with his wife ate of the fruit. 
God came .down, the sin was ex- 
posed, and sentence was pronounc- 
ed on the guilty pair just as the 
Lord had promised from the be- 
girlning, “In the day thou eatest 
thereof, thou shalt surely die.” 

But we ask, What really hap- 
pened? We do not see Adam and 
Eve stricken to earth in physical 
death, much less did they disap- 


misguided folks now-a-days say is 
what happens at death. 

What did happen immediately, 
however, is that the guilty pair 
were driven out from the presence 
of the Lord. By that act spiritual 
death was clearly defined as sep- 
aration from God. 

From that day forward, all hu- 
man beings living in any other 
experience than that of personal 
fellowship with God have been 
spiritually dead. 

With the fact clearly before us 
that spiritual death means separa- 


tion of the soul from God, it is 
not hard to understand that physi- 
cal death also means separation— 
separation of the living personality 
from the body, or “house” in which 
the real man dwells. That is what 
the Apostle Paul is talking about 
when he says, “For we know that 
if our earthly house of this taber- 
nacle [our body] were dissolved, 
Wwe have a building of God, an 
house not made with hands, etern- 
al in the heavens” (II Cor. 5:1). 
Paul tells us plainly that our body 
is Just a temporary dwelling place 
for us, and that when our body 
finally crumbles in death, we, the 
living person, must depart into 
another world. 

That experience will come to 
every person in this world, unless 
the coming of Jesus prevents it. 
Therefore, every one of us has a 
legitimate cause to be interested 
in these facts. 

Be sensible enough to recognize 
that your going may be sudden. 
Even if you could be sure of hav- 
ing a few days on a hospital bed 
before death, it would be a wretch- 
ed choice to postpone the great is- 
sues of your soul until that time. 
It has been my painful duty to 
watch people die without Christ, 
and I declare I would never watch 
another unsaved person die if I 
could avoid it. The man was right 
who said, “The Bible has one case

Jesus promised to the disciples to 
whom He:gave the Great Commis- 
sion, and to us who should follow 
them in their work, “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world’ (Matt. 28:20). When 
Jesus said, “He that believeth on 
me, the works that I do shall he 
do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father” (John 14:12), He 
did not even hint that that pro- 
mise would little by little fail, and 
that less and less results could 
be expected. The great promises of 
fruit-bearing, the promises of an- 
swers 'to prayer, the promise of the 
enduement of power with the Holy 
Spirit, are all given to be in effect 
throughout this whole gospel age. 
There is not a word in the Bible,

in the Word of God, and what a 
comfort it ought to be to our 
hearts! When we find that God 
has plainly promised greater re- 
vivals than any the world has yet 
had, that will certainly prove that 
the day of revivals is not passed. 


The Great Tribulation, a Future 
Period of Trouble 


Jesus told of a coming time 
which He called, the “Great Tribu- 
lation.” In Matthew 24:21, 22, He 
said, “For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be. And 
except those days should be short- 
ened, there should no flesh be 
saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened.” 
Note that the time coming will be 
more terrible than any the world 
has ever seen up until then, 

Later in the Olivet discourse 
Jesus gave us a key as to when 
this Great Tribulation will be. In 
Matthew 24:27-31, Jesus said: 

“For as the lightning cometh 
out of the east, and shineth even 
unto the west; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. For 
wheresoever the carcass is, there 
will the eagles be gathered to- 
gether. Immediately after the tri- 
bulation of those days shall the 
sun be darkened, and the moon 
shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and 
the powers of the heavens shall 
be shaken: And then shall appear 
the sign of the Son of man in 
heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven — 
with power and great glory. And | 
he shall send his angels with a 
great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from 


‘one end of heaven to the other.” 


Here we see that the Lord Jesus 


was particularly speaking to Jews,

and so He told them of the time 
when He would send forth His 
angels and gather together His 
elect (Israelites) from the four 
winds of the earth. It will be 
when Jesus is seen visibly, bodily, 
coming in the clouds of Heaven 
with power and great glory (vs. 
30). But verse 29 tells us that this 
is to be “immediately after the 
tribulation.” So it appears to me 
that after the rapture of the saints 
(when we who are saved will be 
caught up to meet Him in the air), 
Jesus will later return with us to 
the earth, this time to regather 
Israel and save them and reign 
on the earth. But the period after 
the rapture of the saints, while 
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we shall be in Heaven with the 
Saviour, just before He returns to 
reign, will be the time of the Great 
Tribulation on earth. This is the 
teaching of the best premillennial 
scholars. This is the position of 
Moody, Torrey, Scofield (in the 
Scofield Bible), James M. Gray, 
H. A. Ironside, William Pettingill 
and Arno Gaebelein. Hence, the 
Great Tribulation time is yet to 
come. After every saved person 
shall be taken away with Jesus, 
and when the Antichrist himself 
will rule on the earth, will come 
the Great Tribulation. There will 
be so much persecution and troub- 
le and war that it, above all the 
periods in human history, is to be 
called the Great Tribulation. The 
Antichrist will refuse people who 
do not take his mark the right to 
buy and sell. Those who get con- 
verted under these conditions will 
surely risk their lives for Christ. 
And yet, the Bible tells us plainly 
that in this Great Tribulation 
there will come the most marvel- 
ous revival. 


An Innumerable Multitude Will Be 


of the Great Tribulation revival 
gathered in Heaven. Let us read 
that Scripture prayerfully: 


“After this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, which no man. 
could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before 
the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; 
And cried with a loud voice, say- 
ing, Salvation to our God which 
sitteth wpon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb. And all the angels 
stood round about the throne, and 
about the elders and the four 
beasts, and fell before the throne 
on their faces, and worshipped 
God, Saying, Amen: Blessing, and 
glory, and wisdom, and thanks- 
giving, and honour, and power, 
and might; be unto our God for 
ever and ever. Amen. And one of 
the elders answered, saying unto 
me, What are these which are ar- 
rayed in white robes? and whence 
came they? And I said unto him, 
Sir, thou knowest. And he said to 
me, These are they which came 
out of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes, and made 
them white in the blood of the 
Lamb. Therefore are they before 
the throne of God, and serve him 
day and night in his temple: and 
he that sitteth on the throne shall 


Lamb which is in the midst of the 
throne shall feed them, and shall 
lead them unto living fountains of 
water: and God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes.” 

Here in Heaven are people prais- 
ing God for salvation. Who are 
they? They are people who will 
have been saved during the Great 
Tribulation. 


Two verses here are specially 


important. Verse 9 tells something 
of the number of these saved. 
“After this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, which no man 
could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before 
the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands.” 
Verse 14 is also important, “And 
he said to me, These are thev 
which came out of great tribu- 
lation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb.” 

In the first part of this same 
chapter, we have a discussion of 
144,000 Israelites who will be con- 
verted during this time of the 
Great Tribulation, from twelve 
tribes. But aside from the Israe- 
lites, here is a “great multitude, 
which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people,

tians can be gathered on earth in 
those awful days when it will 
mean death not to take the mark 
of the Beast. But when these 
multiplied, uncounted thousands 
and millions who will be saved 
during the Great Tribulation are 
later assembled in Heaven, they 
will be given the honor due to 
martyrs, due to those who came 
to Christ in spite of such tempta- 
tion and persecution and trouble. 
These to be converted in the Great 
Tribulation period will not be al- 
lowed to buy nor sell. Many of 
them will starve. But now we are 
told that “they shall hunger no 
more, neither thirst any more; 
neither shall the sun light on 
them, nor any heat. For the Lamb 
which is in the midst of the throne 
shall feed them, and shall lead 
them unto living fountains of wa- 
ters: and God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes” (vss. 16, 
17).

The Wickedness of Dull Church 
Services 

I go on in this anniversary dis- 
course, begun last Sabbath, and 
today speak to you chiefly of 
sensation versus stagnation. When 
I was a layman, worshipping in the 
pews, I noticed that religion was 
very often associated with dull- 
ness. I noticed in political conven- 
tions where the Governor of the 
State was to be nominated, all the 
people were wide awake; but when 
they came into religious assem- 
blages where Christ was to get 
coronation, many were somnolent. 
I saw that in assemblages where 
financial questions were being 
discussed people were all atten- 
tion; but when, in religious as- 
semblages, the question was 
whether men should be forever 
mansioned or forever pauperized, 
there was but little alertness. I 
noticed in the court-room that 
when one man was on trial for his 
life, there was agitation and en- 
thusiasm; but when in religious 
assemblage the eternal life of five 
hundred was being discussed, then 
there wag somnolence. I noticed 
what every layman notices and re- 
marks, that there is something 
radically wrong in the church of 
God at this day. 

In our boyhood days we tried 
every kind of art to keep awake 
in church. We ate caraway-seed, 
and cloves, and cinnamon, and 
held up one foot until it began 


needed anodyne. What morphine 
and chloral and pillow of hops can- 
not do, sometimes the sermon and 
the long prayer accomplish. Said 
the old Puritan clergyman, “And 
now, to be brief, eighteenthly!” 
Oh, how many arts to appear a- 
wake in church! You have seen 
men put their heads down on the 
pew in front, pretending they over- 
come with emotion, when they are 
really overcome with drowsiness. I 
tell you if we do not keep our 
audiences awake, it is the fault of 
us, the clergy, and not the fault of 
the people.

I went into a beautiful church 
for worship. I sat down. The 
church was not only beautiful, but 
the singing was beautiful, the ser- 
mon was beautiful, the organ was 
beautiful, the minister was beauti- 
ful; but there came over me a 
spirit of somnolence, and I made 
manful resistance, and after a- 
while I said to my companions, 
“No use, I can hold out no longer,” 
and I put my head down on the 
pew in front, and had one of the 
most refreshing slumbers in al] 
my life! I committed no sin. The 
man who stood there for three- 
quarters of an hour with poises, 
and didactics heavy as lead, was 
the criminal. As long as we stick 
to the mere technicalities of reli- 
gion in our churches, a few people 
may come because it has been 
eternally decreed that they should 
come; but the great masses of the 
people will not come any more 
than they would come and sit 
down in an ice-house, or accept an 
invitation to spend an evening in 
the vault of a cemetery. 

My friends, the great battle in 
this country is to be fought, not 
between Christianity and infideli- 
ty, but it is to be fought between 
honest Christian sensation and 


putrid stagnation. Let the church- 
es of God wake up, hoist their ban- 
ners, blow the trumpet, give the 
battleshout, and in twenty years 
the earth will be the Lord’s. It is 
high time We brought up the ca- 
valry. The big guns are stuck in 
the mud. The great danger for the 
church of God in this day is not 
sensation, but stagnation. Sensa- 
tion is life. Stagnation is death. 
As I told you in the beginning of 
this discourse last Sabbath, that 
my first resolution had been to 
preach a religion six thousand 
years old appropriate to the pres- 
ent time, so I now tell you in the 
second place, that it has been my 
resolution, God helping me, never 
to be dull. 


The Tragedy of Dry Theology, 
Commonplace Orthodoxy 
Without Humor, Tears, 

Laughter, Sarcasm, 
Imagination or Glory! 

There is something in our 
health, there is something in our 
lack of ventilation that makes us 
dull. The reason that ministers are 
the most merciless critics in all 
the world is not because ,their 
hearts are any worse, but because 
so many of them are troubled with 
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indigestion. The entire draft is on 
the nervous system, and much of 
their life is a sedentary life, and it 
is almost impossible for some of 
them to keep well. When I was 
editor of a religious newspaper and 
a book came in that I thought 
ought to be cut to pieces, I always 
handed it over to a clerical critic 
who had the worst dyspepsia, and 
he always cut it to pieces, and 
cut it to pieces enough. Let us, 
however, whatever the _ state of 
our health be, always fight against 
dullness, whether in the pew or 
in the pulpit—whether in the Sun- 
day school or in the prayer meet- 
ing, and for that reason let us 
marshall all our faculties. If we 
have logical faculty, harness that. 
If imagination, harness that. If 
humor, harness that. If physical 
exuberance, harness that. There 
is not anything that is available, 
in a parlor, or on a lecturing plat- 
form, in the art of persuading peo- 
ple to right feeling and right ac- 
tion that is not appropriate for the 
pulpit. 

I shall before long preach a ser- 
mon on the sarcasm of the Bible. 
Elijah used it. Paul used it. Christ 
used it. If a man say a thing in 
church merely to make _ people 
laugh, he is reprehensible; but if 
he say a thing so strikingly true 
that people do laugh, that is an- 
other thing. I do not care whether 
they cry, or laugh, or hiss, or ap- 
plaud, or get up and go out, or 
what they do, if they only quit 
sin and with fleet foot start for 
Heaven. For this purpose we must 
ransack the mineral, the botanical, 
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also replete with inspiring testimonies and exam- 


ples of answered prayer.

the agricultural, the aesthetic, the 
scientific, the poetic, the literary, 
the historical, the astronomical 
worlds for illustration. If we can- 
not get anything better than two 
flints, we must smite them togeth- 
er and strike fire. In vain the 
gold chasing on the hilt of the 
sword, if the edge of it is not 
sharp enough to cut. In vain the 
$100 rod and reel from Conroy’s 
with fly of gold pheasant or gray 
drake, if we cannot catch anything. 
In vain the expense of the colle- 
giate and theological education of 
seven or ten years, if we get hope- 
lessly buried in our own armor. 
During the last war I was chap- 
plain for a few weeks in a 
Pennsylvania regiment, and I was 
told one day that there was a 
cavalryman sick and wounded, and 
perhaps dying, in a barn four or 
five miles away. I walked over to 
see if I could be of any service to 
him. He asked me to take _ his 
horse, which was suffering from 
lack of attention, and his entire 
equipment up to headquarters at 
Hagerstown. I consented, but 
knew not what I was undertaking, 
for I had on and around me on the 
horse a heavy sword, a carbine, 
pistols, saddle-bags, and a great 
many other things I knew not the 
names of,.and I was so overloaded 
I had to go on a slow walk and 
hold fast to the pommel of the Mc- 
Clellan saddle, and when I got half 
way up to headquarters the girth 
broke, and I went off, and it was 
a great job to get loaded up again. 
In the woods all around about 
there were stragglers from the 
Confederate army, but they did not 
seem at all affrighted at my war- 
like appearance! When I rode up 
to the encampment, and the boys 
gave three cheers for the chaplain 
who had been so brave as to cap- 
ture a horse, my embarrassment 
exceeded my exhilaration. 


But I was then in the condition 
in which a multitude of us are in 
the ministry today—loaded up 
with equipment enough to slay 
Apollyon, yet we cannot wield, it, 
and we go along on a slow walk, 
afraid that our system of didactic 


or our church history or homiletics 
will fall off on the other side— 
carefully. guarding to keep our 
theology right side up, while David 
felled Goliath with a _ shepherd- 
boy’s sling, and Shamgar slew six 
hundred men with an ox-goad. I 
believe in the day of eternity it 
will be found out that some back- 
woods Methodist minister 'who 
never had but three months’ edu- 
cation in his life, but set all the 
prairies on fire with zeal for God, 
and in the summer preached to 
his audience in his shirt-sleeves, 
will be found to have done more 
for the race than some of us who 
have all the titles of the schools, 
and who wrap around us. the 
gowns and the bands and the sur- 
plices, which are not enough to 
keep us from freezing to death in 


below zero! 


Preach the Essentials; Preach 
What You Know; Leave Out 
Guesses, Theories and 
Abstractions 


But I go further and tell you in 
this anniversary sermon that in 
the decade through which we have 
passed I have tried to carry out 
the resolution of never explaining 
to you what I do not understand 
myself. I believe in God’s sover- 
free agency. 
Harmonize them I cannot. I believe 
God is one, and yet in three per- 
sons. How that can be I know not. 
I believe that Christ had in His 
nature the divine and the human. 
How they were interjoined I can- 
not explain. For years I tried to 
explain these things, but I found 
that the greatest undertaking of 
my life was to make other people 
understand that Which was beyond 
my comprehension. Sometimes 
when I had preached on the sub- 
ject and hoped that it was plain- 
er to the people than it was to 
myself, and pronounced the bene- 
diction, some plain man at the 
foot of the pulpit would ask me a 
question which would confound 
me, and I would have to tell himI 
would see him some other time! 


Now, there are some things that 
I do know. Sin is wrong; that I 
know. Christ came to help us out 
of it; that I know. Christ has a 
‘sympathy compared with which 
fatherly and motherly compassion 
is cruelty; that I know. His grace 


is mighty for mightiest calamity; 


theology will fall off on one side, 


an ecclesiasticism twenty degrees 


that I know. The religion of 
Jesus Christ kindles in the soul 
great expectations amounting to a 
supernatural glee; that I know. 
That religion is a sedative to 
soothe all nervous perturbation, 
that it is a stimulus to arouse in- 
ertia, that it pulls up by the root 
the red dahlia of war, and plants 
instead thereof the white Hly of 
peace; that I know. That it hangs 
around the dying couch of the 
Christian the saffron, and orange, 
and purple clouds of a heavenly 
sunrise, and swings back the gates 
of glory so wide that they shiver 
the gates of the sepulcher; that I 
know. 


Now, knowing these things be- 
yond all controversy, knowing 
them beyond all mistake, knowing 
them from my own experience or 
from my own observation, what ts 
the use of my taking your precious 
time and my precious time in tell- 
ing you what I do not know? We 
had a great fire at my house the 
other day. I burned up five hun- 
dred manuscript sermons, for 
when I began to preach I wrote 
out all my sermons, word for 
word. In those sermons that I 
burned up I explained all the 
mysteries of religion, and the 
doctrine of election was as clear 
as a Scotch mist or a San Francis- 
co fog. As I stood by the kitchen 
fire where these manuscripts were 
burning, I really thought they 
threw out more warmth than they 
had ever thrown out before! 


The Fire of God Is Never Dull 


Really, the best thing you can 
do with any style of Christian 
work that has not warmth in it 
is to burn it. The pulpit and the 
church ought to be a great fire- 
place around which the people, be- 
numbed of the cold world, can 
come and warm their entire na- 
ture. Stir up the fire “around the 
great back-log and bring all the 
chairs up closer. There is a severe 
irony in the usual term descrip- 
tive of a minister’s notes when 
they_are called a minister’s skele- 
ton. Cold statémefits-of.4ruth are 
skeletons that need round them 
the warmth, the life, and the 
eternal sympathy of Christ’s gos- 
pel. There is nothing in romance 
or novel so enchanting as the re- 
ligion of Christ, if you see it 
fairly; but put it down on the dis- 
secting-table of sharp analysis and 
rip its heart.-out, and you have 
made it loathsome and a corpse. 


Denunciation of Sin With Holy 
Earnestness Will Awake the 
Church, Will Convict Sinners 


Again, my dear people, in this 
decade in which it has been my 
happiness to administer to you, it 
has been my resolution to smite 
sin wherever I see it, reckless of 
the consequences. The reason sin 
triumphs in this country is be- 
cause we do not call it by the right 
name. Ministers of the gospel were 
intended to be the Lord’s artille- 
rymen, and to fire away at ini- 
quity wherever they see it, and let 
other people provide the ambu- 
lances. 


What has been the cause of the 
excitement over the sermons I 
have been preaching for the last 
three or four months? Because 
they were awfully true. You see a 
group of dogs fighting on the com- 
mons, and you throw a_ stone at 
them. Which one howls? The one 
that is hit. The worst: sign of the 
times is that the public makes 
so many ministers hush up. You 
might as well try to stop Asiatic 
cholera, or yellow fever at Gre- 
nada and New Orleans, by saying 
nothing about them. In order that 
I might take straighter aim at 
iniquity, I went and explored the 
dark places of our cities. The com- 
mon sense of the church and of 
the State approved what I had 
done. Any man’s common sense, if 
he allowed his common sense to 
come up, said: “You can _ not 
forcibly assault iniquity until you 
see it.’”’” But there were some who 
did not like the way. They thought 
I ought to have gone’ down on 


Brooklyn Heights, and loaded my 


gun with blank cartridges, and then 
aimed over at the Fourth ward, 
New York, and then turned my 
head the other way, and shut my 
eyes and pulled the trigger, and 
then started for South Bushwick! 
Because I did not do that way 
there. were some ministers almost 
frantic about my exploration of 
city life. They believed in the ex-

ploration of Africa by Stanley, 
and the exploration of the heart 
of the North American continent 
by Fremont, but were afraid of the 
exploration of worse heathenism 
. within five minutes of the City 
Hall of Brooklyn and within five 
minutes of Broadway, New York. 


To hear some of my dear Bre- 
thren talk, you would have sup- 
posed I had been the first clergy- 
man that had ever made an ex- 
ploration of underground life in 
our great cities. Why I could call 
off the names of scores of minis- 
ters and evangelists in the coun- 
try who have made the same tour. 
The police who took me around 
those nights told me they had 
taken them around on the same 
rounds. I could make a big distur- 
bance, if I had the heart, in a great 
many churches in Brooklyn and 
New York; but I never make any 
disturbance! The difference  be- 
tween my exploration and the ex- 
ploration of these other dear 
brethren was, that they said noth- 
ing about it, except among minis- 
terial brethren, while I uttered it 
in the hearing of my people, an- 
nouncing the thunders of the Lord 
God Almighty against the crimes 
and warning the young men of 
this country to look out. The bar 
of God will. decide which was the 
better. plan—to look at iniquity 
and say nothing about it, or to 
look at iniquity and give the warn- 
ing, not only so far as I may 
reach from this platform, but 
through these journalists, whom I 
shall, to the day of my death, 
thank for their kindness. 

I preached some years ago in 
this place, about the average 
American theater, and the people 
all over said: “Why you are talk- 
ing about the theater, the histori- 
cal theater as it was two or three 
hundred years ago; if you want to 
see the theater as it is now, or 
know about it, go and look for 
yourself. ” I saw there was force 
in the critcism, and I tell you if 
ever I treat those subjects again 
I shall first personally make a 
tour of the theaters, and I shall 
see who is there and I shall see 
what kind of plays they have. I 
am done looking through other 
people’s spectacles! God has given 
me two first-rate eyes, and I am 
going to use them. But whether I 
denounce sin, or commend Christ 
to you, my dear congregation, I 
will always choose the most start-

and bring to it the most startling 
and arousing illustrations I can 
think of, trying to produce the 
most startling and arousing re- 
sults, willing, if I can save men, to 
be called by all the world a sensa- 
tionalist. In this great lawsuit be- 
tween Sin, Sensation, the plaintiff; 
versus Stagnation, the defendant, 
I appear as attorney for the plain- 
tiff.

But once more and this will 
close these anniversary thoughts 
which I have been presenting for 
two Sabbaths. I have tried to 
present to you a religion which 
would not leave a man in the 
lurch. What was the trouble with 
those trains that came out from 
Chicago a week ago last Thurs- 
day? They started out beautifully 
and swiftly, but they came to the 
snow-banks and stopped, and the 
trains were disbanded. Oh! my 
friends, we want to get on a 
through train. We do not want a 
religion which takes us smoothly 
through this life merely for a few 
miles on earth, and then puts us 
out at the snow-bank of a cheer- 
less grave. No! You may take that 
train. 1 will not take it. I will 
start on a highway where the 
marble of the ttomb is the only 
mile-stone on a road always 
brightening and improving. “Come 
with us and we will do you good; 
for the Lord hath promised good 
concerning Israel.” 


I have told the men who feel 
themselves to be the worst, that 
Christ died for them, and they 
have come. And now this morning, 
I want you all to join me on this 
path to Heaven. It is all tracked 
up. Examine these tracks in the 
dust of the road. Ah! those are lit- 
tle feet that have been tracking the 
road. Have you lost children? They 
went up this way. I see their 
tracks on the road. But here there 
are larger footsteps but footsteps 
that were very short—very short 
steps, as though they were the 
steps of the aged. Is your father 
gone? Is your mother gone? They 
went up this way. And behold! in 
the track of the road I see the 
mark of a foot that was bare and 
a scar in the hollow of the foot. 
Oh! it was the footstep of a 
wounded Christ. This is the way 
—walk ye in it.
